Coleman citizens are urgently 
requested to turn out 4,000 strong 
at 11 a.m. Saturday next when a ; 
parade of Australian Air Force 
men, Coleman branch of Canadian 
Auxiliary Territorial Service and 
members of the Coleman branch of 
the Canadian Legion headed by 
Coleman town band will parade 
down Second and Main streets. 
This is the first military parade of 
the new year and Legion members 
are most anxious that the citizens 
should give the airmen from 
“Down Under’’ a welcome which 
they will long remember. 

An entertainment program has 
been arranged for the fifty air¬ 
men and officers that are schedul¬ 
ed to arrive in Coleman from Mac- 
leod airport on Friday evening. 
Tney are scheduled to attend 
the C».vs dance on Friday night. 
Following the parade cars will 
take the visitors to Crow’s Nest 
Lake and a number of other scenic 
points. Few of the airmen have 
been in the Rockies and a view of 


the magnificent scenery in this 
part of the Crow’s Nest Pass is 
expected to be most enjoyable. In 
the evening a smoker will be spon¬ 
sored by the Legion club. Since 
the airmen have to be back at their 
barracks at 10 p.m. Saturday the 
smoker will not be a lengthy affair. 

Accommodation has been secured 
for all the airmen from private 
citizens. 

Legion officials request that all 
active and associate members of 
the Legion take part in the par¬ 
ade. It is said Union Jacks will 
be carried by the men in the par¬ 
ade. 

Arrangements have also been 
made by Vice-President A. F. 
Short of International Coal and 
Coke Co. to give the visiting air¬ 
men an opportunity to see the 
underground workings of the mine 
at 10 a.m. Saturday, many having 
expressed a desire to see what the 
interior of a mine is like to add to 
their experiences. 


Six Ratepayers Attend Annual 
Meeting; Agree With Action 
of School Board 


Committee Chairmen Make 
Reports; Principal Hoyle and 
Frank Turner Gave Resume of 
Year’s Work 

Only six ratepayers showed 
enough interest in civic affairs 
last Friday evening to attend the 
ratepayers’ annual meetings of the 
council and school board. In addi¬ 
tion were the mayor, five council¬ 
lors and one trustee. 

Mayor Antrobus was elected 
chairman and Miss Gladys Lees, 
secretary. Mayor Antrobus read 
the town’s financial statement. It 
showed that tax arrears were 
again reduced over the previous 
year and now constituted only 26 
per cent, of the present tax levy. 
The hand stand listed as an asset 
of $81.00 was ridiculed by the rate¬ 
payers, who asked that it be de¬ 
leted from the records since it no 
longer exists. 

The item listed as a hospital 
grant and which amounted to $100 
was also drawn to the council’s at¬ 
tention. In future this item will be 
listed as a “hospital fee’’ since it 
covers the town’s relief recipients 
over a year’s period. The state¬ 
ment was adopted. 

Councillor John Atkinson, chair¬ 
man of the light and water com¬ 
mittee, reported that the present 
franchise with Coleman Light and 
Water Co. expiree in 1944 and he 
suggested that the new council 
take steps to raise sufficient funds 
to take over the franchise at that 
time. He also suggested that the 
council raise funds to buy such 
bonds as may be sold by the com¬ 
pany before the expiration of the 
franchise. He stated that Auditor 
E. D. Battrum was supervising all 
business transactions between 
council and the company. 

Councillor Frank Aboussafy read 
out the report of Constable Antle, 
which dealt in detail with police 
activities during the year. As chair¬ 
man of the works and property 
committee, 'he gave a report on the 
street and drainage improvements 
during the year. 

Councillor Jenkins, chairman of 
indigent relief committee stated 
$2,000 had been spent on groceries 
alone, in addition to which fuel 
and clothing had been granted to 
many recipients. Three hundred 
and fifty-nine persons had received 
relief. This total, however, was 
compiled on a twelve-month basis 
and many were permanent relief 
recipients and their names would 
be added to the total on twelve oc¬ 
casions. 

Mr. Dave HoWy, of Fifth street, 
stated council should prohibit the 
dumping of ashes-in the hole on 
Fifth street. The dust constituted 
a nuisance. Councillor Atkinson

stated that it would be in the best 
interests of civic improvement if 
the council would grade the hill at 
the east end portion of the street, 
since it will have to be done some 
time in the near future, and push 
the surplus soil into the hole. This 
would eliminate trucking charges. 
Should the hole be filled by other 
means and then grading done to 
the hill considerable cost would be 
entailed in carting away surplus 
soil. 

The meeting reached a stalemate 
at this point and a ratepayer 
brought the discussion back to the 
light and water question. Council¬ 
lor Atkinson asked the ratepayers 
if they would be agreeable for the 
council to raise the mill rate two or 
three mills and so create a fund 
which would be used in buying 
light and water bonds to bring con¬ 
trol of the light and water to the 
ratepayers of Coleman. The rate¬ 
payers present were in agreement 
with the suggestion. 

A vote of thanks was given the 
council for their work during the 
past year. 

Trustee John Lloyd was the only 
trustee present and with the aid of 
Secretary Gladys Lees presented 
the school board’s report to the 
ratepayers. 

It was noted that insurance was 
decreased on the buildings but in¬ 
creased on the equipment. 

Principal Hoyle reported on the 
school’s progress during the year. 
He stated sweeping changes have 
been taking place in the system of 
education during the past six years. 
A progressive education committee 
had been set up in 1934. The course 
of studies had been recast and new 
ideas called for considerably more 
expenditure. Today more interest 
was taken in the average youth. 
He stated that few places west of 
Winnipeg gave their students the 
same opportunities as enjoyed by 
the students of Coleman. He closed 
by praising his staff for their gen¬ 
eral efficiency. 

Mr. Turner, manual training 
teacher for Pass Schools, stated 
that at the present time there was 
not sufficient time for some 
grades. In the present set-up he 
and Miss Park, household econo¬ 
mics teacher .spent three days in 
Coleman and two in Blairmore. In 
the future there must needs be a 
full time manual training teacher 
and household economics teacher. 
In addition much more space was 
needed. All this will entail consid¬ 
erable expense. In reply to a qu?s 
tion he stated that certain branches 
of manual training and household 
economics were compulsory sub¬ 
jects. 

He dealt with the night classes

George Jenkins seeks re-election to the council. He was elected eight 
months ago as a councillor when Italy’s entrance into the war caused two 
men to retire from the council. In the toss-up between Councillor Abous- 
■ saf y> was elected to office at that time, ihe succeeded tp the unexpired 
J tem of eight months which had still to be served by Councillor Fred An¬ 
trobus, who took the place of J. S. D’Appoolnia as mayor. Candidates 
‘ Dutil, Sherratt and Holly are contesting their first civic election. 

Among the five candidates for the school board, three have had previ¬ 
ous experience. Messrs. Fraser and Sharp have served during the past 
two terms, Fraser having been chairman. George Evans served for one 
term in 1934. Miack Stigler and Edward Churla enter the contest for the 
first time. Churla was born in Coleman and was educated at the local 
schools. Mack Stigler has been associated with the labor movement for 
many years and is noted for his strong union principles. 

The election will take place on Monday, February 10, at 10 a.m and 
wil continue until 7 p.m. that evening. The votes will be counted immedi¬ 
ately after and the results should be known at approximately 9 p.m. 

It would be advisable for all voters of foreign birth to carry’ their 
British naturalization papers with them to polls. Owing to the war strong 
emphasis has been placed on the clause that only British subjects may 
vote Should any doubt arise in the minds of the polling clerks as to 
whether or not certain parties are British subjects they will be asked for 


their naturalization papers.

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Canada’s Armed Force 
To Be Increased To 
Meet Emergency 


Ottawa. — Movement overseas of 
a great army of airmen, infantry 
and armored units in 1941 was 
promised’ by Prime Minister Mac¬ 
kenzie King in a broadcast address 
supporting the February war sav¬ 
ings campaign. 

“There are many indications that, 
within a very short while, the enemy 
will make a tremendous effort to 
destroy the British Commonwealth 
by a series of smashing blows of un¬ 
precedented severity," the prime 
minister said in his graphic recital 
of the Dominion’s war program. 

“Total war will be waged in all its 
fury." 

As part of Canada's war effort to 
meet this fury of a ruthless enemy, 
Mr. King outlined the following ob¬ 
jectives for 1941: 

Provision of 25 new air squadrons, 
“identified as Canadian,” from grad¬ 
uates of the British Commonwealth 
air training plan for service over- 

Present strength of 36,000 men in 
the air training plan to be doubled 
and home operations strengthened. 

Increase of the Royal Canadian 
Navy to 413 ships and 26,920 men 
by March 31, 1942, compared with 
present strength of 175 ships and 
15,319 men. 

Despatch overseas, in successive 
formations, of the following: 

The balance of the corps troops 
for the Canadian Corps of two divi¬ 
sions now in England. 


An army tank brigade for service 
with the Canadian Corps. 

The 3rd Canadian division wjtjh its I 
complement of corps troops.

Mr. King said he was appealing to J 
every Canadian “to rally j 1 our' 
strength, to save Christian civiliza-1 
tion from disaster." 

“Now that the skies are full of j 
sure signs of a gathering storm, the! 
government of your country appeals 
to you to lend what assistance you 
can, as quickly as you can," he said. 

After detailing proposed moves of 
the armed forces, the prime minister 
said a “vast increase in production! 
in war equipment and supplies has 
been arranged.” Canada would con¬ 
centrate on making for Britain 
tjiose things which the United 
States was not making such as 
Mark III. tanks, small arms, Bren 
guns, aircraft machine guns and 
anti-tank guns; and ammunition for 
them. 

Mr. King said these decisions had 
been reached after a week of discus¬ 
sions in cabinet war committee with 
Defence Ministr Ralston and Muni¬ 
tions Minister Howe, who recently 
returned from England. 

He said there was “complete 
agreement between the British and 
Canadian governments" on these 
plans, and the new measures were 
being timed to fit into the program 
of the admiralty, the war office, the 
air ministry and supply departments 
of the United Kingdom. 


Prepare For The Worst 

Premier de Valera Finds That Eire 
Is In Danger 

Dublin.—PremiA' Eamon de Valera 
told Eire by radio that it must "pre¬ 
pare for the worst” on the question 
of imported supplies and announced 
rationing of tea for the Irish. 

I The prime minister also said gaso¬ 
line would be available only for doc-’ 
tors, clergymen and essential ser¬ 
vices for the time, being. Gasoline 
was first rationed Oct/ 7, 1939. 

The government announced that 
tea supplies to the public would be 
restricted to three-fourths the quan¬ 
tity normally sold until a rationing 
system can be arranged. 

It was officially suggested to re¬ 
tailers that they limit sales to two 
ounces a week for adults and one 
ounce for children. 

He declared Eire had been in 

danger since the war started and 
would remain in danger until peace 
returns. He warned the nation- to 
organize and build up defences 

against possible military attack. 

“The other danger now is the eco¬ 
nomic one," De Valera went on. “The 
belligerents in blockading each other 
are’blockading us. I 

“We have not a moment to lose 1 
in preparing for the worst in regard 
to all those supplies that come to 
us from abroad .... It would be 
foolish if we prepared for anything 

less than the worst.” 

The prime minister said Eire’s 
wheat reserves barely were enough 
to carry the country through until 
after the next harvest, and he urged 
substitution of potatoes for flour in 
Irish diets. 

He warned farmers that cattle 
would have to be slaughtered unless 
they grow the fodder that formerly 
came from abroad. 

Young people were urged to drink 
, more milk, less tea.

Many Are Needed For Work In Bri¬ 
tain's War Factories 

London.—Representatives of capi¬ 
tal and labor and the government, 
seeking means^ to accelerate Great 
Britain’s war production, outlined a 
general plan to draft thousands of 
single women 18 years of age and 
older from drawing rooms, slums 
and servants’ quarters into war fac¬ 
tories. 

Union and employer representa¬ 
tives agreed to the broad principles 
of the government's proposal in 
meeting with Minister of Labor Ern¬ 
est Bevin, Sir Andrew Duncan, min¬ 
ister of supply; A. W. Alexander, 
first lord of the admiralty; Lord 
Beaverbrook, minister of aircraft 
production, and Oliver Lyttleton, 
president of the board of trade.

Flying boats were already ap- 1 
proaching production on the Pacific 
coast of a type that would be flown 
across the Atlantic. As soon as it 
can be done without interfering with 
present aircraft production needs, 
the government proposed to produce 
heavy, long distance bombers for 
the United Kingdom. 

“We intend to direct new aircraft 
production to that type of plane,” 
Mr. Howe said. "The United King¬ 
dom is all right for fighter planes. 
What they need is planes that can 
, carry a ton of bombs over Germany 
and drop them on Berlin." 

The minister did not give any de¬ 
tails of proposed destroyer construc¬ 
tion* in Canada but said "we're going 
to undertake building destroyers. 
That is one of the things I discussed 
over there." 

A number of Canadian-made "cor¬ 
vettes" have already been delivered 
to the Royal Navy and are proving 
useful, the minister said. 

At the present time Canada is 
supplying virtually all the mechan¬ 
ical transport used by the British 
forces outside of the British Isles, 


Mr, Howe said. The Dominion is 
also supplying Australia, and Africa 
with transport. Bulk of transport 
used in the British Libyan campaign 
came from Canada. 

Delivery of Bren gun ckrriers has 
been held up pending approval of a 
satisfactory type of traction tread. 
He believed this would ’ be decided 
upon next week and production 
would be in full swing. 

Mr. Howe said Harry J. Carmi¬

Ottawa. —Britain needs as quickly 
as possible every ounce of assistance 
that can be spared by the North 
American^ continent to ensure vic¬ 
tory, Sir Cyril Newall, governor-gen¬ 
eral designate of New Zealand and 
marshal of the Royal Air Force told 
a press conference. 

The distinguished airman was in¬ 
terviewed in Rideau hall, where he 
and his family are guests of the 
governor-general and Princess Alice. 
As soon as he has fully recovered 
from what he described as a “real 
good dose of Canadian ’flu.” Sir 
Cyril said, he will continue his 
journey tp New Zealand to succeed 
Lord Galway. 

After painting a grim picture of 
Britain's resolute stand against 
heavy odds Sir Cyril said he was 
"absolutely certain” the spirit of the 
populace would never be broken and 
that Britain would not be defeated. 

"But unless we can get as quickly 
as possible, everything that can be 
spared from this continent, our tri¬ 
umph, may be delayed,” he said. 

“We need ships, planes, guns, 
tanks, munitions and vast numbers! 
of highly-trained air personnel. Let 
us not be content until the wheels of 
industry roar with the effects of our 
war effort. That is what will pull 
us through.” 

A turn in the war tide in Britain’s 
favor could not be expected until she 
had gained complete mastery of the 
No single factor would bring 


about victory. Rather, a successful 
conclusion for British anus would be 
realized through the combination of 
a number of factors. 

“When the day of triumph comes, 
I sincerely trust we won't do the 
same as we did after the last war. 
Then we were inclined to be too 
lenient and too forgiving. This time 
we must put our heel down and put 
an end to this Nazi scourge for all 
time.” 

He was convinced the convoy sys¬ 
tem should be continued and ex¬ 
pressed confidence the Royal Navy 
would be able to remove the Ger¬ 
man menace to British shipping. 

The whole course of history had 
been altered by the "supreme 
efforts” of the Royal Air Force—in¬ 
cluding a number of “superb squad¬ 
rons” from the Dominions—when 
they repelled Germany's bid for vic¬ 
tory last fall. The entire civilized 
world, he said, should be indebted. 

Canadian airmen overseas had 
performed splendidly. 

Sir Cyril said he was convinced 
the Germans made a serious attempt 
to invade England last September. 

"We watched the heavy concen¬ 
tration of troop-carrying barges on 
the other side of the channel. I am 
certain invasion was their game, but 
no doubt the enemy felt he must 
first get command of the air, and 
there is where we whipped him. If 
he tries again he will get another 
hiding. . - 2397

LOANING INSTITUTIONS 
MAKE STATEMENT ON 
DEBT ADJUSTMENT ACT 

Mr. R. D. Tighe, K.C., counsel 
for the Mortgage Loans Associa¬ 
tion of Alberta, has issued the 
following statement: 

At the U.F.A. convention just 
concluded in Calgary apprehension 
was expressed about one or two 
cases before the courts raising the 
constitutionality of the Debt Ad¬ 
justment Act. 

The loaning institutions are de¬ 
sirous of again making their posi¬ 
tion clear. They have never at any 
time opposed the principle of a 
Debt Adjustment Act. 

On the other hand these institu¬ 
tions, representing less than a 
third of the landed indebtedness in 
the province, have recognized the 
necessity of such an act for the 
purpose of bringing debtors and 
creditors together in an effort bo 
effect an amicable settlement based 
upon, and having regard to, the 
merits of each particular case and, 
when necessary, to protect an hon¬ 
est and deserving debtor from an 
unreasonable creditor. 

It is’ to be regretted that poli¬ 
tical influence has intervened in 
the administration of this act, and 
as a consequence, many undeserv¬ 
ing debtors, well able to pay, are 
deliberately sheltering behind its 
protection. 

If the act were fairly adminis¬ 
tered the lending institutions, who 
administer trust funds, would be 
glad to work with the officials of 
the Board and assist them so far 
as lay in their power, in the dis¬ 
charge of their difficult duties, and 
under such conditions would have ! 
no desire to question the validity I 
of the act. 


Wanted—Two Million 
Regular War Savers 

One of the many features of the 
War Savings Certificates campaign 
to be launched in February is the 
emphasis placed on the number of 
Canadian citizens participating, 
rather than on the amount of money 
to be placed. 

With some 200,000 voluntary 
workers combing "the factories, of¬ 
fices, stores and homes through¬ 
out the country during the month 
of February, there is little reason 
to doubt the successful end of the 
campaign. But more important 
than the announcement from Ot¬ 
tawa at the end of February that 
Canadians have pledged themselves 
to buy ten million dollars worth 
of certificates each month, will be 
the other announcement that two 
million loyal citizens are regularly 
participating in these pledges. 

No one understands the real 
pleasure of home ownership until 
he has bought is own land and 
house. Similarly, a citizen of Can¬ 
ada cannot share in the true pride 
of Canada’s achievement in this 
war until he has a personal finan¬ 
cial stake in Canada’s war effort. 

The steady increase on one’s 
holding in War Savings Certifi¬ 
cates will steadily increase the pride 
of the individual in his country and 
what it stands for. 


A VISIT to the airport causey 
one to contrast the old army 
training methods with those of the 
present day. Old soldiers who re¬ 
member the army huts at the great 
ipilitary centre, Aldershot, in Eng¬ 
land, find that accommodation for 
aircraftsmen at Macleod is like a 
palace compared to what they ex¬ 
perienced. The well-being of the 
soldier and airman is given far- 
more consideration than even in 
the last war, to say nothing of 
army life fifty years ago. Now¬ 
adays defence forces of the Empire 
have to rely to a far greater ex¬ 
tent than ever before on voluntary 
enlistment. Much larger farces are 
required and the march iof time and 
changing conditions have brought 
about greatly improved conditions 
for the armed forces. It costs the 
taxpayers far more, but if the 
ideals which we stand for are to be 
maintained, we must pay the price.

But they assured me, that to knit 
was their mission and I asked for 
whom and was told “For the Red 
Cross. We are knitting squares to 
make afghans and we want to beat 
the girls,” and with that away they 
went upstairs. 

I returned to my seat and began 
to tell some other person sitting 
near me about this and a lady 
spoke up and said “Oh, those are 
the boys from the Cameron school, 
in a day or so the girls will be 
coming to take their turn,” and 
she went on “You should see the 
work those children do, I know for 
a fact that they have sent almoet 
a hundred dollars to the Junior 
Red Cross, besides this they have 
made things, and they collect cou¬ 
pons, with which spoons, towels, 
etc., are procured for the hospital, 
in fact these children always have 
a job on hand to raise money to 
help some one else. Even the local 
boys and men who have joined the 
army and gone overseas were not 
left out, every one of them had a 
parcel from the Cameron school 
at Christmas, some of them I ex¬ 
pect would be a worker for this 
same thing during their school 
days. I can tell you those are good 
girls and boys and I am sure they 
will remember these days of work 
with Miss Yuill all their lives.” 

We could hear them chattering 
upstairs and they sounded very 
happy in their work and as I sat 
there, I thought what a grand idea 
and almost wished that the pages 
of life might be turned back, so 
that I could be just a boy again 
and be able to join that happy band 
of workers. 

Such is a great credit to any 
school and town and although I 
may not be one of your citizens, 
allow me to congratulate their 
worthy leader and with a deep 
feeling of admiration say “Carry 
On.”

This organization is 
based on the principles of the Eng¬ 
lish F.A.N.Y.S. who, today, are in- 
dispensible in the war effort. Cole¬ 
man branch would like to increase 
its membership to full platoon 
strength and is asking for new 
members to fill its ranks. 

Any woman, a British subject 
either by birth or naturalization, 
between the ages of 20 and 45 is 
eligible. The only other qualifica¬ 
tions asked are a readiness to ac¬ 
cept strict discipline and the will¬ 
ingness to carry through what 
they begin.

Home Nursing Classes 

Canadian Red Cross Society Com¬ 
mences A New Service 

Saskatchewan Division of the 
Canadian Red Cross Society has 
commenced a new service for the 
people of the province, that of Home 
Nursing Classes. Rosetown has al¬ 
ready made a decided success in in¬ 
structing two classes of young wo¬ 
men. There is no fee or other cost 
for the course and it is hoped that 
many classes will take advantage of 
the opportunity. 

Women interested should organize 
themselves into groups of fifteen or 
twenty and procure the voluntary 
service of an instructor, who must 
be a nurse of experience, to give 
the series of twelve lectures and 
demonstrations. There must also be 
a secretary-treasurer for each class. 
On report of such organization, to 
the provincial headquarters of the 
society at Regina a manual for each 
pupil will be forwarded at a charge 
of 25 cents each, and an attendance 
card provided. 

The Red Cross does not issue a 
diploma or certificate, since the 
course does not qualify one suffici¬ 
ently fOr any type of professional 
duty, but upon conclusion of the 
course and return of the attendance 
card an acknowledgment, signed by 
His Excellency The Governor-Gen¬ 
eral, President of the Canadian Red 
Cross Society, will be issued.

Tests Being Made 

To Determine Value Of Plastic Fuse¬ 
lages For Airplanes 

Tests of plastic airplane fuselages 
being carried out at Bendix Field, 
N.J., may radically alter and sub¬ 
stantially advance Canada’s pro¬ 
gram of aircraft production, a muni¬ 
tions and supply department source 
said at Ottawa. 

It is expected a complete fuse¬ 
lage will s, ^T|b e ready for flying. 
If tests prove value of this new 
system of manufacture Canada will 
at once arrange, for production in 
the Dominion. 

The test fuselages are for the An¬ 
son trainer model, the manufacture 
of which in Canada, for the Empire 
Air Training Plan, has been beset, 
by difficulties. 

Ralph P. Bell, director of aircraft 
production, visited the aircraft re- j 
search laboratories at Bendix Field 
recently and reported a successful 
test of an Anson fuselage “nose” 
made of plastic materials. 

Two metal Anson fuselages were 
sent to the laboratories for use as^ 
models. If the flying tests are suc-j 
cessful it is expected about 100 plas¬ 
tic fuselages will be bought there as 
an experimental order while plans 
for manufacture in Canada are be¬ 
ing completed. 

This type of fuselage is much 
lighter than the metal fuselages now 
in use, is quicker to make and the 
cost will be about one third of the 
metal type. 

Fittings will have to be altered 
for attachment to wood or plastic 
instead of metal tubing for which 
they are now designed.

FEBRUARY 9 

THE CHRISTIAN ATTITUDE 
TOWARDS POSSESSIONS 

I Golden text: Ye cannot si erve God 
' and mammon. Luke 16:13. 

Lesson: Luke 16. 

Devotional reading: Isaiah 58:6-11. 

Explanations and Comments 
The Parable of Dives and lAzarus, 
Luke 16:19-31. After this rebuke 
Jesus took up again his teaching 
about the use of wealth, and this 
parable is his direct answer to the 
scoffing of the Pharisees. The Latin 
word for "rich man” is Dives, and it 
is convenient to call this “certain 
rich man” by that name. Dives was 
clad in purple and fine linen, his 
outer garment was dyed purple with 
the liquid obtained from the shell¬ 
fish murex. You recall that Lydia, 
the first convert to Christianity in 
Europe, was “a seller of purple.” And 
his inner garment was made from a 
sort of flax that grew on the banks 
of the Nile, so finely woven as to be 
almost transparent. "Purple and 
fine linen” is a phrase used to this 
day for luxury and ostenation. And j 
he fared sumptuously every day. j 
Lazarus, a beggar, covered with 
loathsome sores, lay at Dives’ gate, 
longing in vain for even the crumbs 
that fell from the latter’s table, but | 
the only attention he received was 
from wretched dogs that roamed the 
streets as scavengers, who licked his 
sores. The suggestion is either that | 
they were kinder than the rich man 
or that they increased his misery by 
rasping his sores. 

“It is not stated'that the man of 
purple and fine linen saw the beg¬ 
gar at his gate. It may not even 
have been reported to him, person¬ 
ally, that just outside his palace lay 
a Lazarus who would be grateful for 
crumbs from the other’s table. If 
ignorance were justification for neg¬ 
lect, then no blame attached to 
Dives. Ah, but as the sequel de¬ 
clares, Dives ought to have known. 
Who shall excuse him or us for fail¬ 
ing to find out? To know a hundred 
interesting and urgent things about 
a city’s need; to understand its traf¬ 
fic problem and its housing problem; 
to watch its treasury against the 
wolves of graft; and not to know 
the squalor, the hunger, the bitter¬ 
ness of its poor, is inexcusable.” | 
(George Clark Peck).

died, perhaps from overfeeding and 
over-drinking, and Lazarus, too, died, 1 
we may suppose from undernourish- 
ment. The beggar on his death was 
carried by the angels into Abra-1 
ham’s bosom.

Barbarous Powers May Revert To 
The Use Of Gas 

i An ominous bit of news has come 
| out of the Orient. A Chungking 
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ABOUT SPINACH 


The Popeye jokes about spinach 
are not entirely without'' foundation, 
judging 1 by a chart recently issued 
by the Ontario Provincial Depart¬ 
ment of Health, which shows that 
spinach is still the most -generous 
source of iron for human dietary. A 
mere half-cupful of the cooked vege¬ 
table will supply one fourth of the 
daily quota needed by a child, and 
one-third of that necessary _ to an 
adult. 

However, as few children — or 
adults either for that matter—are so 
fond of spinach that they can eat 
it every day, other sources must be 
found. Prunes are about the next 
best bet. Five of these, cooked, 
yield about half as much iron as 
does the half-cupful of spinach. 

A medium sijed baked potato, a 
slice of cooked meat, an egg or eight 
dates are all of about equal value, 
each yielding about one tenth of the 
child’s daily supply. 

Raisins are good, too, but they’re 
a long way below spinach in the 
scale of values, while oatmeal has 
only about a tenth of the value of 
the latter, quantity for quantity. 
Surprisingly, a slice of white bread 
or a glass of milk contributes prac¬ 
tically nothing to the iron ration. 

Contribution From Ulster 

People Of Northern Ireland Raiso 
$30,000,000 For British Navy 

Ulster recently raised the mag¬ 
nificent sum of $30,000,000 in a 
‘War Weapons Week” campaign to 
buy a flotilla of destroyer^ for the 
British Navy. This represents ap¬ 
proximately $26 per head of the pop¬ 
ulation of Northern Ireland and 
gives further proof, if any were 
needed, that the loyal people of 
Ulster are “King's men.” 

The outcome of “War Weapons 
Week” is not only a practical demon¬ 
stration of the patriotism of the peo¬ 
ple of Northern Ireland but an ex¬ 
ample and an inspiration to Cana¬ 
dians. The much-needed war ves- 


wives in their homes, children in the 
schools, so that accidents will not 
sabotage Canada’s participation in 
this great crusade for world de¬ 
mocracy.”

With 
them a number of railway wagons, 
built also for France, are being sent 
on from Britain to Turkey.

Education In Britain 

5,000,000 Children Are Registered 
For Schools In England 
And Wales 

Despite air raids and other war 
conditions, more than 5,000,000 chil¬ 
dren are i%gistered for school in¬ 
struction in England and Wales, a 
Board of Education survey disclosed. 

The survey, cited as showing that 
“pessimism and despair are unjusti¬ 
fied,” set forth that fewer than 250,- 
000 of the children were enrolled on 
a less-than-full-time basis.
